Upon her arrival they had 
som e words, resulting in Jones draw 
lug a revolver and shooting her in the 
head 
C onstable G ray sprang tow ard 
Jones when he also received a bullet 
in the tem ple 
Jones then put a bullet 
In bis own had. 
All throe are dead.

We caught tip with the offl 
oer of the day visiting his outpost.» 
and accompanied him along mile« of 
trenchea, where the ground is already 
frocen a foot deep and the thousands 
of eoldlera are working rapidly extend­ 
ing the tinea of defense and burrow­ 
ing into the ground for Itorab proofs 
and dugouts before the frost gets a 
real grip on things and the ground 
freeze« like granite, seven feet down. 
Towards noon we came to an exten­ 
sive entrenchment and encampment, 
where numerous little fires were burn­ 
ing and big kettle», swung from cross 
•ticks showed that the soldiers were 
preparing 
tea.

commanding and a group of staff offi- 
oera welcomed us and In addition to 
the tea one of them actually produced 
a lemon to go with it.
